CLAUDE Puel named an unchanged 
team for the third game in a row. 

The side that defeated Sunderland 
4-0 and then lost the EFL Cup final to 
Manchester United at Wembley were 
kept together for the game at Watford. 

That meant Martin Caceres was still 
left to wait for a first Saints start. 

The only change in the matchday 
squad saw Jordy Clasie replace Pierre- 
Emile Hojbjerg on the bench.

MANOLO Gabbiadini rewrote 
the Saints history books as 
Claude Puel’s side bounced back 
from their Wembley heartbreak 
with a memorable win at Watford. 

The Italian striker scored his 
sixth goal since signing to become 
the first Saints player to net in his 
first four games for the club. 

Gabbiadini put Saints 3-2 up in 
the 83rd minute and Nathan Red¬ 
mond’s second shortly afterwards 
proved to be the winner of this 
absorbing seven-goal thriller. 

Watford captain Troy Deeney 
volleyed his side into a third-min¬ 
ute lead. 

But Dusan Tadic equalised in 
the 28th minute and in first half¬ 
injury time Redmond ended a 
flowing Saints move that he be¬ 
gan by drilling his first of the af¬ 
ternoon into the far corner. 

The helter-skelter second half 
was a far cry from the goalless 
draw in the corresponding game 
of last season. 

Saints responded to Okaka’s 
equaliser with a double whammy 
before Watford netted a injury - 
time consolation. 

Saints manager Claude Puel 
named an unchanged side for the 
third successive match, following 
the 4-0 win at Sunderland and the 
impressive performance at Wem¬ 
bley.

The return to a 4-2-3-1 formation 
has now yielded back-to-back Pre¬ 
mier League away wins for the 
first time this season - and ten 
goals in three games for Saints. 

But Deeney got Watford off to 
the perfect start when his side¬ 
footed volley, from the corner of 
the six-yard box, went into the far 
corner of Fraser Forster’s goal, 
following a throw from Younes 
Kaboul. 

A good tackle from Yoshida 
kept Stefano Okaka at bay after 
the Italian forward burst down 
the right and another raid from 
M’Baye Niang was quashed dur¬ 
ing a bright start from the home 
side. 

Saints’ first foray ended with 
James Ward-Prowse’s cross sail¬ 
ing harmlessly behind for a goal- 
kick. 

Ryan Bertrand was not short 
of confidence after his outstand¬ 
ing performance in the EFL Cup 
final. 

His one-two with Dusan Tadic 
was followed by a cross that was 
cut out at the near post. 

Ward-Prowse had Saints’ first 
effort on target. He won a corner 


with a fiercely struck cross-shot 
that was turned behind by Heu- 
relho Gomes following Tadic’s 
well-weighted lay-off. 

Cedric was booked for a foul 
midway inside Saints’ half and 
from the resulting free-kick Jack 
Stephens did well to block an ef¬ 
fort from Okaka, who fired wide. 

Saints were always a threat on 
the counter attack. 

Gomes was forced into another 
save, this time at his near post 
from Gabbiadini, before Bertrand 
cut in and drilled a right-footer 
wide as Saints continued to look 
for an equaliser. 

The solidly built Okaka was a 
threat in the air and headed wide 
two deliveries from Jose Hole¬ 
bas; a cross from the left and a 
right-flank corner, before referee 
Jonathan Moss took aside Jack 
Stephens and Sebastian Prodl for 
a quiet word. 

Saints countered well through 
Steven Davis, Oriol Romeu and 
Ward-Prowse before the ball was 
switched to Bertrand. 

When Tadic’s cross was blocked, 
Watford broke. 

Etienne Capoue, Watford’s goal- 
scorer at St Mary’s on the open¬ 
ing day of the season, cut on to 
his right and fired powerfully but 
just wide of Forster’s right-hand 
upright. 
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Then Saints equalised. 

Tadic fired low into the far right 
corner from 15 yards out through 
a crowded penalty area soon after 
being crowded out as he attempt¬ 
ed to dribble his way through. 

Redmond appeared to be in an 
offside position, but ensured he 
was not interfering with play by 
jumping over the ball as it made 
its way into the bottom corner, as 
Gomes dived underneath him. 

Gabbiadini was booked for a 
foul on Valon Behrami in front 
of the dugouts before threatening 
to become the first Saints player 
to score in his first four games 
for the club, following a quick ex¬ 
change of passes. 

Ward Prowse whipped a left- 
flank free kick just wide of the 
near post before an encouraging 
move involving Romeu, Redmond 
and Davis ended with Gabbiadini 
flagged offside. 

The Italian headed away a cor¬ 
ner at the near post and Tadic did 
well to block a Kaboul shot inside 
the Saints area. 

At the other end, Gomes saved 
from Tadic at his near post and 
dealt comfortably with a Cederc 
20-yarder before Okaka was 
booked for dissent. 

Then, in first-half injury time, 
Redmond put Saints in front by 
ending a wonderful move that he 
began with a clinical finish into 
the far corner. 

Redmond continued his Wem¬ 
bley form by beating two players 
before finding Ward-Prowse, who 
played in Cedric. 

The Portugese pulled it back for 
Redmond, who had continued his 
run and finished clinically in the 
bottom of the far corner. 

Ten minutes into the second 
half, Gabbiadini went on a thrill¬ 
ing run to the delight of the Saints 
fans behind Gomes’s goal. 

He beat his man on the outside 
and surged into the penalty area 
before being denied following a 
misunderstanding with Tadic. 

Romeu fired over when Holebas 
headed away a Tadic cross and 
Yoshida did well as Okaka threat¬ 
ened an equaliser. 

Ward Prowse was denied at the 
near post following a swift one- 
two with Tadic, whose 25 yard 
half volley was turned behind for 


another flag kick by the leaping 
Gomes. 

From Tadic’s free kick, Gomes 
then did well to thwart Yoshida 
from close range. 

Roared on by a passionate 


Vicarage Road crowd, Watford 
looked for the equaliser. 

Forster denied Okaka at his 
near post and with time to get a 
shot away at the far post follow¬ 
ing Holebas’s cross, Deeney of all 


people missed the target. 

Ten minutes after replacing 
Capoue, Isaac Success provided 
the cross from which the Hornets 
stung Saints a second time. 

He whipped it in from the left 
and Okaka completed the one-two 
by sidefooting in the equaliser at 
the near post as Stephens tried in 
vain to block his effort. 

Stephens came out on top 
against Okaka before another 
substitution reaped dividends. 
Sofiane Boufal, having replaced 
Ward-Prowse in the 78th minute, 
drilled a 20-yarder that bounced 
off Gomes’ chest - and Gabbia¬ 
dini gobbled up his sixth goal in 
four games. 

As if that was not enough, Red¬ 
mond was allowed to ghost down 
the left unchallenged before drill¬ 
ing the fourth emphatically into 
the roof of the net. 

It was the perfect post-Wemb¬ 
ley pick-me-up for the delighted 
Saints fans who made the trip. 
Even Abdoulaye Doucoure’s in- 
jury-time consolation could not 
dampen their spirits. 


Puel hails 

players' 

character 

CLAUDE Puel praised the 
character of his side as they 
bounced back from their 
Wembley heartache with a 
thrilling 4-3 win at Watford. 

Saints showed great spirit 
to rally after the EFL Cup 
final defeat and win in 
remarkable style at Vicarage 
Road. 

Manolo Gabbiadini made 
history by becoming the 
only player to score in his 
first four games for Saints, 
while Nathan Redmond 
netted twice and Dusan Tadic 
grabbed the other. 

It was the second away 
league game in a row in 
which Saints have scored 
four times. 

A delighted Puel said: “I 
think we stayed on the good 
character we showed against 
Manchester United and after 
this great game in the final 
we keep the capacity and the 
ability to come back in the 
Premier League is strong I 
think. 

“I am happy with all my 
players of course because 
it was a difficult game to 
prepare after the final and 
the disappointment and it 
was difficult because we 
played a difficult team with 
long balls, second balls, 
counter attack. 

“I think we come back 
normally on the game and 
after 2-1 it was I think a good 
control of the game with the 
ability for the opponent but 
we know it is always difficult 
against this team with direct 
play and the second ball is 
always possible. 

“I liked of course the 
character to come back after 
the kick-off to score a third 
goal and it was fantastic and 
now it is important to be 
clear about this character 
and quality on the pitch.”

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Mark makes 
shock Stags 
return 

MARK Gamble made an 
unexpected return to 
AFC Totton last Saturday, 
climbing off the bench in 
their 2-1 home win over 
Didcot Town. 

It ended a frustrating ten 
months on the sidelines for 
the former Wimborne Town 
hot-shot who had never 
truly shrugged off the ankle 
problems he suffered when 
he was still a Magpie. 

Gamble was signed by 
Totton on an 18-month 
deal in January last year, 
having been out of action at 
Wimborne since the previous 
October with two displaced 
bones in his foot and ankle 
ligament damage. 

He came safely through 
a medical prior to penning 
his Totton deal and couldn’t 
wait to get firing again in the 
Southern One South & West. 

But it wasn’t long before 
the ill-fated Ulsterman broke 
down again, eventually 
leading to a parting of the 
ways with the Stags. 

Ten months on he is back

at the Testwood Stadium, 
signing on for the remainder 
of the season as a favour to 
Louis Langdown - appointed 
Stags boss in mid-November 
- and player/assistant Adam 
Wilde, who are both good 
friends. 

Speaking after his half- 
hour run-out against Didcot, 
Gamble said: “It’s my first 
game for ten months. 

“I’ve had two clear-out 
operations on the ankle and 
I had a strong cortisone 
injection about six weeks 
ago. 

“In hindsight, I probably 
should have knocked football 
on the head last season and 
got the ankle sorted for the 
start of this season. 

“After signing for Totton 
last year I probably only 
played six or seven games 
and I wasn’t fit either, to be 
fair. 

“But the ankle feels alright 
now and I’ve come back 
because I’ve known Louis 
and Adam for years.

Cherries hold 


ZLATAN Ibrahimovic’s failure 
from the spot could be compound¬ 
ed by a spell on the sidelines, with 
the Football Association sure to 
look at the Manchester United 
striker’s elbow and Tyrone Min¬ 
gs’ stamp after ten-man Bourne¬ 
mouth secured a memorable 1-1 
draw at Old Trafford. 

Ugly scenes and poor officiating 
overshadowed a thrilling lunch¬ 
time encounter as Marcos Rojo’s 
first ever Premier League goal 
was cancelled out by Josh King’s 
penalty as the first half ended 
chaotically. 

Ex-Saint Andrew Surman re¬ 
ceived the first red card of his 
career - awarded once blunder¬ 
ing referee Kevin Friend realised 
he had booked the Bournemouth 
captain twice - having reacted 
angrily to Ibrahimovic’s elbow 
on Mings, who moments earlier 
stamped - inadvertently or other¬ 
wise - on the United striker. 

The official’s report will make 
for interesting reading as neither 
player was shown a card for inci¬ 
dents that could well lead to retro¬ 
spective action from the FA. 

Referee Friend’s display is also 
set to dominate column inches in 
the aftermath of a match Ibrahi- 
movic looked set to win for United 
after Adam Smith was adjudged 
to have handled a Paul Pogba 
cross. 

However, EFL Cup hero Ibrahi¬ 
movic’s spot-kick was saved by 
the impressive Artur Boruc as 
Bournemouth ended a four-match 
Premier League losing streak as 
United stuttered to a 10th Premier 
League draw of the season. 

Cherries boss Eddie Howe’s 
spirits will have been lifted by his 
players’ display after spending 
the night up with a sickness bug. 

A late arrival at Old Trafford, 
he may have feared the worst as 
Untied flew out the blocks and 
returning captain Wayne Rooney 
missed after 73 seconds. 

An outstanding touch from ec¬ 
centric goalkeeper Boruc pre¬ 
vented Pogba turning home a long 
ball from Luke Shaw, making his 
first league appearance in four 
months, before Anthony Martial 
was denied a trademark goal. 

There was a verve about Unit¬ 
ed’s attack, but so too a wasteful¬ 
ness. 

Rooney and Ibrahimovic tran¬ 
spired to spurn an opportunity 
from which the Cherries broke, 
with a slip preventing Benik 
Afobe - the scourge of United in 
his MK Dons days - rounding Da¬ 
vid de Gea. 

It was one of few scares for a 
United side that continued to 
press, with Ibrahimovic and Mar¬ 
tial continuing to threaten be¬ 
fore the opener came through an 
unlikely source as Rojo reacted 
quickly to turn in Antonio Valen¬

cia’s driven cross-cum-shot. 

The 23rd-minute goal took 
the sting of United’s attack as 
Bournemouth kept their shape 
if not their heads at times, with 
the visiting support making their 
frustration at the booking of Har¬ 
ry Arter and Surman clear. 

However, the award of a pen¬ 
alty raised spirits as Phil Jones 


clumsily brought down Marc 
Pugh, with King firing home with 
aplomb. 

The feel-good factor did not last 
long, though. 

Ibrahimovic and Rooney forced 
fine saves from Boruc, before 
tempers frayed as Ibrahimovic 
caught Mings with an elbow 
shortly after the Bournemouth 


defender stamped on the Swede. 

Neither were booked but Sur¬ 
man was for shoving Ibrahimovic 
- although it took a while for refer¬ 
ee Friend to realise it was second 
yellow card. 

The anger was palpable as half¬ 
time came and went, with United 
in the ascendancy when play re¬ 
sumed.

Rooney saw a strike deflected 
and Pogba was impressively de¬ 
nied by Boruc, but Bournemouth 
weathered the storm as Mour- 
inho made a triple substitution in 
the 70th minute. 

A minute later United had the 
chance to strike a decisive blow as 
Smith was adjudged to have han¬ 
dled a Pogba cutback. Ibrahimov¬ 


ic stepped up for the spot kick, 
only to be denied by a fine Boruc 
save low to the keeper’s right. 

Referee Friend was under scru¬ 
tiny again moments later as sub¬ 
stitute Marcus Rashford came 
close, despite Arter being on the 
deck after sustaining a head in¬ 
jury. 

The Bournemouth midfielder 


then avoided a second booking 
as Mings went off after an awk¬ 
ward fall, much to the home fans’ 
amusement. 

The closing stages resembled 
two boxers wildly swinging 
punches at one another, with 
United landing more blows. How¬ 
ever, Bournemouth held firm to 
secure an important 1-1 draw. 


Mings: 
Stamp 
was not 
deliberate 

BOURNEMOUTH defender Tyrone 
Mings said he did not mean to stand 
on Zlatan Ibrahimovic’s head moments 
before he was elbowed by the 
Manchester United striker. 

Ibrahimovic appeared fortunate to 
escape a red card for the first-half 
incident during Bournemouth’s 1-1 
Premier League draw at Old Trafford. 

Bournemouth midfielder Andrew 
Surman was then dismissed for a 
second yellow card for pushing 
Ibrahimovic to the ground in the 
aftermath. 

When asked whether he deliberately 
stamped on Ibrahimovic’s head, Mings 
said: “Not at all. I would never do that. 
That’s not in my game. Hard and fair is 
how I like to tackle but off the ball stuff 
like that isn’t in my game. 

“He (Ibrahimovic) is who he is, he’s a 
good player, he’s a physical player. I 
knew what sort of battle I was going to 
be in for coming here. And that’s what 
we had all day, it was a battle. 

“There was maybe an elbow when 
the ball came in after, I didn’t see it, I 
felt it. But what happened after that 
with Surman getting sent off, I didn’t 
see it.” 

Former Sweden international 
Ibrahimovic capped an eventful 
afternoon when he saw his 
72nd-minute penalty saved by Artur 
Boruc after Adam Smith was penalised 
for handball. Marcus Rojo had earlier 
put United ahead but Josh King 
equalised from the penalty spot after 
Marc Pugh was brought down by Phil 
Jones. 

United boss Jose Mourinho said only 
Mings knows whether the incident was 
intentional and added that, to him, any 
retrospective ban for the defender 
would be inconsequential. 

The draw meant Mourinho’s men 
missed the opportunity to climb into 
the top four ahead of the rest of the 
weekend’s fixtures. 

“I’m a football man, I’m in football for 
many, many years, I don’t like to speak 
after matches what happened during 
matches,” Mourinho said. 

“What happened during matches, 
happened during matches and the 
referee was there. If you ask me that I 
am happy if Tyrone Mings gets three or 
four or five matches ban, I really don’t 
care about it. He knows better than 
anyone what he did.. 

“I don’t want to speak about it, it’s 
not important for me. Important for me 
is the result of the game. 

“The referee made his decisions, I 
always defend that the referee is the 
one that has the decisions. Two 
important decisions Kevin (Friend) had 
it right, the two penalties are two 
penalties, so for me the referee was 
good and if we didn’t win it was 
because Boruc made an amazing 
performance.”

“Adam’s one of my best 
mates. He was an usher at 
my wedding.” 

Gamble, who lives in 
Bitterne and works as an 
education manager for Saints 
Foundation, has noticed a 
big change at the Testwood 
Stadium since his last spell 
there. 

He said: “I trained with 
them once (prior to the 
Didcot game) and it was my 
first time back since last 
year. 

“As soon as I walked in the 
door the atmosphere felt ten 
times better.” 

With finances still tight at 
Totton, Langdown and Wilde 
haven’t had the easiest of 
rides since taking charge. 

But Southern One South 
& West survival is all but 
secure and the wheels are 
in motion to transform 
the Stags from a members’ 
club to a limited company 
in order to attract new 
investment.

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Shaw in 
from cold 

LUKE Shaw was surprisingly 
recalled to Manchester United’s 
starting line-up for the 1-1 
draw with Bournemouth, having 
spent four months largely in the 
wilderness. 

It was not only Shaw’s first top¬ 
flight appearance since a stalemate 
with Burnley in October, it was also 
the first time since that game that 
the 21-year-old had even been 
included in a Premier League 
match-day squad by Jose Mourinho. 

Here, the Sports Pink assesses 
how the England international fared 
on his return to the team: 

MENTALITY 

There have been fears that Shaw 
has been carrying the mental scars 
of the broken leg he suffered at the 
start of last season, yet a series of 
robust challenges here dispelled 
that theory. The most crunching of 
them was delivered on Adam Smith 
in the build-up to United’s opener, 
which left Shaw limping and the 
Bournemouth player requiring 
treatment. Moments later, Shaw was 
clattered into by Andrew Surman, 
earning the Bournemouth midfielder 
the first of his two yellow cards. 
GOING FORWARD 



Before the Cherries were reduced 
to 10 men Shaw was happy to 
provide support to left winger 
Anthony Martial without often going 
beyond him on the overlap. Given 
the Frenchman was giving Smith a 
torrid time, there was little need for 
Shaw to be another attacking threat. 
Perhaps the former Southampton 
trainee could have done more in 
that sense once the visitors had 
seen Surman dismissed, yet he did 
make a couple of impressive passes 
down the left flank. 

FITNESS 

Shaw had completed 90 minutes 
only once in the previous three 
months and had made just four 
appearances in all competitions 
since October. Mourinho stated on 
Friday that he had been impressed 
by the full-back’s improved 
conditioning, though, and he did not 
seem to tire greatly during the 70 
minutes he was on the field. With 
United still in the FA Cup and 
Europa League and fighting for a 
top-four berth, Shaw may have been 
withdrawn before the end to stay 
fresh for the future fixtures to come. 
OVERALL 

Shaw had been out of United’s 
first-team picture for so long he may 
have questioned if he had any future 
at Old Trafford under Mourinho. 
However, as he proved with Henrikh 
Mkhitaryan and even Bastian 
Schweinsteiger earlier in the 
campaign, the Portuguese can 
provide a route back and Shaw did 
enough here to warrant further 
consideration as United chase a 
treble alongside Champions League 
qualification in the Premier League.

City put brakes 
on Taunton run

WINCHESTER City put the 
brakes on Taunton Town’s seven- 
match winning streak with a 1-1 
Southern One South & West draw 
at the Denplan City Ground this 
afternoon. 

There was little doing on a sod¬ 
den City Ground surface until the 
tenth minute when Winchester 
defender Oily Searle headed be¬ 
hind under pressure and, from 
the corner, Taunton’s Owen Irish 
headed behind at the back stick. 

Winchester’s best early outlet 
had come down the right with 
Joe Briggs flicking on for Craig 
Feeney, who was beaten to the ball 
by on-rushing keeper Lloyd Irish, 
and then Searle thrashing a cross 
into the side netting. 

With bodies committed to at¬ 
tack, City were almost undone on 
15 minutes but, from a tight an¬ 
gle, Craig Veal rippled the side of 
Lewis Noice’s net with an strike 
from the right.

WINCHESTER City’s Hamp¬ 
shire FA Senior Cup semi-final 
on Tuesday (March 7, 7.45pm) 
could well be their last ever trip 
to Basingstoke Town’s Camrose 
Ground. 

Southern Premier outfit Bas¬ 
ingstoke are set to leave their 
home of over 70 years, although 
no exact date has been fixed yet. 

With club chairman Rafi Raz- 
zak due to quit in May, the Inter¬ 
im Management Group (IMG) for 
Basingstoke Town FC are plan¬ 
ning for the future. 

In January the IMG announced 
they would start a move towards 
community ownership, but they 
must first ascertain where Bas¬ 
ingstoke will be playing. 

Staying at the Camrose, in its 
current form, is not an option. 

The north Hampshire ground 
has seen little investment in re¬ 
cent years due to Razzak’s plans 
to relocate to a brand new stadi¬ 
um, which failed last year. 

Rejected 

The Camrose is now out of date 
and cannot conform to modern 
standards without substantial 
new investment. 

One option reviewed by the IMG 
was a scheme to redevelop part of 
the ground and simply move the 
pitch, thus keeping the club at the 
Camrose. 

But this option has been reject¬ 
ed as it failed to generate enough 
money to help relocate the pitch 
and stands, upgrade facilities to 
modern requirements and clear

the club’s debts. 

As a result, the IMG have con¬ 
firmed that Basingstoke Town 
will uproot from the Camrose, 
where they have been playing 
since 1945. 

Potential 

That leaves just two potential 
outcomes - a move to a greenfield 
site with the development of a 


brand new stadium or a move to 
an existing ground which has the 
potential to be upgraded to meet 
the club’s needs. 

The key to which route Town 
take is dependent on how much 
money can be generated from the 
redevelopment of the Camrose 
site for other purposes. 

Club CEO David Knight said: “I 
would please ask the fans to be pa¬ 


tient. There are a lot of meetings 
going on and people are working 
hard on this. Once we have some 
firm details on where we will 
be playing, we will let everyone 
know.” 

Basingstoke hope to reach a 
final decision on the preferred 
long-term solution during March.

Mo Diame scored probably the 
strangest goal of the season in 
Newcastle’s 2-1 win at 
Championship promotion rivals 
Brighton.

Bent’s shot was allowed to stand 
after deflecting past goalkeeper 
Pepe Reina off a beach ball thrown 
onto the pitch by a Liverpool fan. 
Despite protests from the Liverpool 
camp, referee Mike Jones judged 
the goal legal - despite the laws of 
the game suggesting he should 
have awarded a dropped ball. 

STAN COLLYMORE 
(Liverpool v Blackburn, 
February 1996) 

Had Tim Flowers been wearing a

cap at Ewood Park he would have 
been preparing to throw it on 
Collymore’s 25-yard daisy cutter. 
Collymore had already turned away 
in disgust before the ball hit an 
indent on the six-yard line and flew 
over Flowers’ head. Flowers had 
made the mark to help him with 
positioning. 

DION DUBLIN (Coventry 
v Newcastle, November 
1997) 

Newcastle goalkeeper Shay Given 
thought the danger was over when 
he collected a cross at the far post 
at Highfield Road. But Given was 
not aware that Dublin had gone off 
the pitch behind him. When he 
rolled the ball out, Dublin came 
back on the pitch and swept the ball 
home. 

JOHN EUSTACE (Reading v 
Watford, September 2008) 

The so-called ‘ghost goal’ was 
actually credited as an own goal to 
Watford midfielder Eustace - surely 
the craziest of all time. When a 
Reading corner was deflected wide, 
Royals forward Noel Hunt attempted 
unsuccessfully to flick it back into 
play. But referee Stuart Attwell 
pointed to the centre spot after 
assistant Nigel Bannister had 
flagged that it had actually crossed 
the goal-line. 
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Solent at St

HOLDERS Team Solent are 
through to the Southampton 
Senior Cup final, but needed 
extra-time to avoid a huge 
upset against Hamble 
Club Reserves at Sholing’s 
Universal Stadium. 

A sublime Jemal Wiseman 
strike for the Students was 
cancelled out by an equally 
superb Gerson Ramos effort 
in the first half, but Silveno 
Obeng’s extra-time decider 
made Solent’s pressure tell, 
writes JACK PRENTICE. 

In a slow start to the first 
half, Tyrell Mitford was the 
first to serve notice of intent 
when he prodded a wonderful 
Jesse Waller-Lassen cross 
just wide. 

Obeng had his first effort 
saved shortly after, while 
Waller-Lassen had a free-kick 
whistle just wide of the post. 

On 15 minutes Solent took 
the lead in quite brilliant 
fashion. 

Impressive passing saw the 
ball fizzed into Obeng in the 
box. His deft lay-off found 
Wiseman who confidently 
volleyed into the top right- 
hand corner.

The expected flurry 
of Solent goals didn’t 
materialise, however, and 
soon Hamble’s second string 
were back on level terms.

They say patience runs thin when 
the pressure is really on in foot¬ 
ball management. 

Just look at the Premier League. 

Just look at last season. 

Jose Mourinho won the Pre¬ 
mier League and League Cup in 
2014/15, yet was sacked before he 
next celebrated Christmas. 

Manuel Pellegrini took Man¬ 
chester City to the semi finals of 
the Champions League, won the 
League Cup for the second time 
in three seasons, and finished 
fourth in the league. 

Back in 1999, when City were 
in the third tier of English foot¬ 
ball, such riches would have been 
lapped up - by those in the stands 
and those who walk the corridors 
of power. 

Football has changed since 
those days, though. And so have 
City, where those ‘riches’ were 
still insufficient to see Pellegrini 
keep his job. 

Elsewhere in Manchester, Louis 
Van Gaal won the FA Cup, yet on 
the same day was told he was be¬ 
ing sacked and replaced by the 
guy who had been sacked at Chel¬ 
sea five and a bit months earlier. 

Now we are in the days of even 
bigger top flight television deals, 
bringing even more money into 
the bank accounts of the chosen 
few, patience is less of a virtue 
than ever. 

Hence Bob Bradley, who arrived 
at Swansea on October 4, was 
sacked on December 27 after just 
11 games and two wins. 

Hence Mike Phelan got just 21 
league games to prove himself at 
Hull City before he was sacked on 
January 3. 

Hence the biggest shock of them 
all - Claudio Ranieri, the man who 
delivered the unthinkable, sacked 
as boss of reigning top flight 
champions Leicester City. 

Just nine months after oversee¬ 
ing the greatest story in modern 
day football, one of the most im¬ 
probable title victories in world 
sporting history, Ranieri was his¬ 
tory himself. 

Yes, there is not much patience 
in the Premier League these days. 

Not just in the top flight, though. 

Not much patience at the Silver- 
lake Stadium, home of Eastleigh 
FC, either. 

Before we welcomed in March, 
the Spitfires were on their fifth 
manager, including caretaker Ben 
Strevens, of a farcical campaign. 

Here are the gory details. 

• Chris Todd was sacked 11 days 
into the new season after being al¬ 
lowed to bring in 12 new players 
in the close season. Eastleigh had 
only played four games, picking 


up four points from the first two 
before losing to Tranmere and 
Dover. 

• Ronnie Moore came in and 
lost only three of his 18 league 
games, winning a respectable 
eight. Still not enough to keep 
him at the club, though, and he 
resigned at the end of November 
after a 2-1 defeat at Maidstone. 

• Martin Allen, was appointed 
the club’s third manager of the 
season on December 1, and was 
sacked February 22. 

His 84-day reign had seen East¬ 


leigh play 10 league games and 
win just one of them. 

During his brief tenure at the 
Silverlake, you couldn’t accuse 
Allen of not being busy. 

He brought in 13 players - Ha¬ 
keem Odofin, Tyler Garrett, Sam 
Togwell, Graham Stack, Ben Stre¬ 
vens, Gavin Hoyte, Mekhi Lea- 
cock-McLeod, Sam Muggleton, 
Darius Henderson, Ben Close, 
Sam Matthews, Chinea Cole, 
Craig McAllister - at an average 
of one every six and a half days. 

So, quick recap time. 


Owner Stewart Donald has mo¬ 
tored down the ‘give a novice a 
chance’ route with Todd, but that 
didn’t work out. 

He then went down the ‘vastly 
experienced’ route with Moore, 
but despite a good start - and the 
club’s greatest ever night at Swin¬ 
don Town in the FA Cup - that 
didn’t work out. 

Next was the ‘serial improver’ 
route with Martin Allen, a man 
with a history of taking over 
struggling sides and making 
them a lot better.

patience gone? 



He lasted, lest we forget, 84 days. 
So that didn’t work out either. 

Running out of options, Donald 
has visited the ‘bringing a suc¬ 
cessful former manager back’ 
one. 

There is a saying in football 
‘never go back’ and there are 
many examples that bear that out. 

Howard Kendall was never any¬ 
where near as successful at Ever- 
ton the second (or even third) 
time, Kenny Dalglish the same 
across Stanley Park at Anfield, or 
Kevin Keegan at Newcastle. 


Now Richard Hill has a chance 
to see if he can sprinkle his man¬ 
agerial fairydust on Eastleigh 
again after answering Donald’s 
call to become director of foot¬ 
ball. 

Hill will oversee team affairs 
until the end of this season, and 
his appointment breathes fresh 
hope back into the club’s fanbase. 

Remember, this is the man who 
guided the Spitfires into the top 
tier of non league football by 
winning the 2013/14 Conference 
South title. 


Just eleven years earlier, the 
club had been in the Wessex 
League. 

Not content with promotion to 
the Conference Premier, East¬ 
leigh amazingly finished fourth 
in their debut season. 

There were only 11 clubs in the 
pyramid between them and Ports¬ 
mouth, a statistic which would 
have seemed impossible just a few 
years earlier. 

On their way to fourth place, 
Eastleigh defeated several former 
Football League clubs. They did 


the double over both Lincoln and 
Aldershot and stunned Bristol 
Rovers - eventually promoted via 
the play-offs - 2-1 at the Memorial 
Stadium. 

Their dream run went all the 
way to the play-offs, where they 
were beaten in both legs by 
Grimsby Town. 

Still, it had been a phenomenal 
campaign, with Hill’s side the 
second highest scorers (behind 
Martin Allen’s Barnet, the cham¬ 
pions). 

Donald’s vision, his dream, of 
seeing Eastleigh in the Football 
League was well and truly on. 

Now the dream looks a long way 
off, certainly the longest it has 
appeared since the Spitfires took 
their place at the top table of Eng¬ 
lish non league football. 

This season has been a sham¬ 
bles. Four managers, an incred¬ 
ible number of signings, and 
virtually the same amount of 
players going out the exit door, is 
palpably not a recipe for any kind 
of success. 

There’s been a lack of a consist¬ 
ent message to the players, with 
all the different managers unsur¬ 
prisingly possessing their own 
views on tactics and personnel. 

That creates a lack of rhythm, 
a lack of team spirit (as new play¬ 
ers are introduced into the dress¬ 
ing room dynamic on a seemingly 
weekly basis), with the obvious 
end result of poor results. 

As they say, it’s not rocket sci¬ 
ence. 

Donald has held his hands up 
and accepted the blame, which 
in fairness he had to do given the 
laughing stock status Eastleigh 
were in danger of becoming. 

Perhaps, in places, they have al¬ 
ready become one, a modern day 
footballing circus unable to keep 
their managers for any decent 
length of time, and with the inevi¬ 
table slipping down the table such 
uncertainty brings. 

Hill should certainly steady a 
ship that needs steadying, and 
Tuesday’s 1-1 home draw with 
Aldershot ended a losing run and 
offered glimpses of brighter days 
ahead compared to the dark ones 
of recent months. 

Donald’s dream remains the 
same it’s always been - to see East¬ 
leigh in the Football League. 

No-one can say it won’t come 
true. 

But if it is to be realised, he 
and the club cannot really afford 
to continue botching managerial 
appointments in the way the last 
few have been botched. 

Whether Hill wants to take the 
job on again, whether Donald 
wants him to, or whether some¬ 
one new is brought in, one thing 
has to happen. 

The Big Top has to come down 
at the circus.

Why Hyde will win 
over the City fans

UNLIKE fellow defensive sign¬ 
ing Leigh Mills, Lewis Hyde still 
has some work to do to earn his 
place in Winchester City fans’ af¬ 
fections. 

Having played for City on and 
off since their Sydenhams Wes¬ 
sex title-winning days of 2011/12, 
the popular Mills - an outstand¬ 
ing talent with Swindon Town 
and Tottenham Hotspur in his 
youth - needed no introduction 
when he returned to the club ear¬ 
lier this week. 

Hyde, in contrast, is a new name 
on the Winchester scene, albeit 
that he is very well known to City 
boss Ian Saunders from their days 
together at Petersfield Town. 

Indeed it was Hyde who scored 
the historic goal, a 58th-minute 
diving header, when Petersfield 
defeated Lymington Town 1-0 to 
beat City to the 2014/15 Wessex 
title - just 12 months after helping 
them up as champions of Divi¬ 
sion One. 

A versatile defender, Hyde be¬ 
gan his career with Wessex outfit 
Horndean and, after spells with 
Midhurst & Easebourne and 
Pagham, he moved back to the 
Sydenhams scene to join Saun¬ 
ders at Love Lane, going on to 
play for Petersfield in the South¬ 
ern One Central following promo¬ 
tion. 

His player profile at Petersfield 
described him as: “Excellent in 
the air with an uncanny knack of 
scoring goals.” 

Saunders fondly recalled: “Lew¬ 
is was with me for four years at 
Petersfield and got the goal that 
won us the Wessex championship. 

“When I moved to Winches¬ 
ter, he went to Horsham (of the 
Ryman One South), so he’s had 
Southern League and Ryman ex¬ 


perience. Lewis is a real favour¬ 
ite of mine. He’s a whole-hearted 
player and he’s definitely going to 
be a crowd favourite in the short 
time he’s with us, until the end of 
the season, and we’ll see where 
we go from there. 

“As for Millsy, he’s a Rolls Royce, 
and I look forward to working 
with him.” 

With Hyde and Mills playing 
side by side, Winchester kept a 
clean sheet at home to Bideford 
on Tuesday. 

The trouble was, they failed 


to score and a 0-0 stalemate did 
neither club any favours as they 
looked to trim the gap on the 
Southern One South & West’s top 
five.

REECE Topley is looking for¬ 
ward to making his competi¬ 
tive return for Hampshire 
next month. 

The 22-year-old England in¬ 
ternational, who has played 
ten ODIs and six T20 interna¬ 
tionals, had surgery on his left 
shoulder during the winter, 
having broken his hand on his 
Hampshire debut last April 

But the former Essex left- 
armer is confident of playing a 
significant role for Hampshire 
in 2017. 

“The shoulder is really good 
- I’m well ahead of schedule 
compared to where I should be 
which is good and I’m looking 
forward to getting out there,” 
he said. 

“The injury was initially 
worse than expected which was 
surprising and frustrating. 

“I basically tore my cartilage 
in the shoulder which caused 
me quite a lot of pain but that’s 
all behind me now.” 

The recovery process has 
been aided by Topley’s gym 
work, guided by advice from 
medical specialists and the 
club’s strength and condition¬ 
ing team. 

Whilst he is still yet to bowl 
a ball in competitive cricket

for Hampshire, Topley feels 
he is in good shape in his pre¬ 
season preparations ahead of 
the opener 

“I’m where every other bowl¬ 
er is at the minute - just trying 
to get my action and technique 
in order for the summer and 
also increasing my prepara¬ 
tions and workload so that’s up 
to scratch in time for the new 
season.” 

Topley will bowl outdoors for 
the first time this winter dur¬ 
ing Hampshire’s pre-season 
tour to Barbados next week. 

“At the minute I’m gently 
bowling with the idea that, by 
the time I get to Barbados, I’ll 
be able to run in off my full run 
and bowl decent spells at high 
quality batsmen. 

“I’ve never normally had 
pre-season as I’ve been playing 
somewhere but these next few 
weeks are pivotal in getting 
myself in good shape for the 
first game of the season. 

“I want to show my team¬ 
mates and coaches that I can 
add value to the side. 

“It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing and I do feel more pressure 
given that it’s been a year since 
I last played, but that’s some¬ 
thing to be embraced.”

Hants' bowlers

HAMPSHIRE will have a full 
battery of fast bowlers in 
Barbados when they return to 
the Caribbean next week. 

Reece Topley, Fidel Edwards, 
Chris Wood and Ryan Stevenson, 
all missed most of last season 
But they are all aiming to be bowl¬ 
ing at full throttle in the Carib¬ 
bean. 

Topley, Wood and Stevenson 
will soon be joining Fidel, who 
was signed after playing against 
Hampshire in Barbados two years 
ago, in the Bajan’s homeland on 
Thursday. 

The rest of the squad, including 
new Kolpak signing Kyle Abbott, 
will join them next Sunday for 
what will be Hampshire’s seventh 
successive pre-season trip to the 
Caribbean. 

There was great optimism 
before the start of last season, 
largely due to the prospect of Ed¬ 
wards, the 46-wicket hero of the 
2015 Great Escape, and marquee 
signing Reece Topley sharing the 
new ball. 

That was soon gone as Topley 
suffered a broken hand while bat¬ 
ting on his first day as a Hamp¬ 
shire player, against Warwick¬ 
shire at the Ageas Bowl on April 
10 . 

A week later, Edwards was in 
agony on the Headingley outfield 
after suffering a serious ankle in¬ 
jury while playing football with 
his teammates before the final 
day’s play against county champi¬ 
ons Yorkshire. 

It soon got worse as Wood’s at¬ 
tempts to play through another 
knee injury failed to come off in 
the next match against eventual 
champions Middlesex at the be¬ 
ginning of May. 

A stress fracture of the back, 
sustained during the Great Es¬ 
cape, limited Stevenson to four 
white-ball appearances in June. 

But Hampshire director of 
cricket Giles White is confident 
that Topley, Stevenson, Edwards 
and Wood will soon be bowling at 
their best. 

“The injured bowlers are under¬ 
going a back-to-bowl programme 
which at the moment means bowl¬ 
ing at 75 per cent with a view to 
bowling off their full run-ups in 
Barbados,” he said. 

“We’re hopeful everyone will be 
fit to bowl properly come Thurs¬ 
day. At the moment they’re doing 
a lot of indoor work, apart from 
Fidel, who is already there play¬ 
ing in a two-day game in Barba¬ 
dos this week. 

“All in all we’re happy with how 
things are going and I’m looking 
forward to seeing them all bowl¬ 



ing again.” 

Last season’s injury crisis saw 
the likes of Andy Carter, Gareth 
Andrew and Tino Best drafted in 
on short-term contracts. 

It is hoped there will not be a 
need for any short-term measures 
this year. 

JA Tomlinson is a familiar 
name that will be missing from 
Hampshire scorecards in 2017 


following his retirement to the 
coaching ranks. 

But Brad Wheal’s encouraging 
progress, the all-round skills of 
Gareth Berg and the re-signing 
of Abbott on a long-term Kol¬ 
pak deal, should give Hampshire 
enough strength in depth. 

Hampshire have spent two 
weeks in Barbados every pre¬ 
season since 2011 and this trip 


will have a familiar itinerary, in¬ 
cluding friendly matches against 
county opposition. 

Two-day games against Not¬ 
tinghamshire and Northampton¬ 
shire will sandwich a T20 match 
against Durham MCCU. 

“There will be a good balance 
between training and game time,” 
says White. “The wickets are very 
good there which is important.

“It’s a great environment to 
train in having been indoors all 
winter. Hopefully we can adapt 
quickly and have good weather 
when we return for our pre-sea- 
son games in England.” 

New signing Rilee Rossouw is 
one player who will not be in Bar¬ 
bados. He is having some time 
off following a month-long stint 
at the Pakistan Super League, 


where he helped the Quetta Gladi¬ 
ators reach tomorrow’s final in 
Lahore before pulling out this 
week - along with fellow overseas 
players Kevin Pietersen, Tymal 
Mills and Luke Wright - due to 
security concerns. 

The 27 year-old left-hander 
scored 60 and an unbeaten 76 in 
his first two games for Quetta last 
month and finished his stint as 


the tournament’s third-highest 
run scorer (255 at 42.5 and a strike 
rate of 123.18) behind Pakistan’s 
Babar Azam and former West In¬ 
dies international Dwayne Smith. 

(Pietersen was not far behind 
with 242 runs at 34.42 at a strike 
rate of 151). 

Roosouw had been considering 
playing in the final but following 
the lead of his English teammates 


on Wednesday, when he tweeted: 

“For those still unsure its with 
a sad heart that I must announce 
that i will not be taking part in 
the final...The people and fans of 
@TeamQuetta are the most pas¬ 
sionate and humble ive ever met. 
Thank you for my time here and 
all the support!!!” 

There will be other Hampshire 
players absent from the Barba¬ 
dos trip due to overseas commit¬ 
ments, George Bailey being one. 

The overseas signing’s recent 
form has been very encouraging. 

Tasmania’s captain scored an 
unbeaten double hundred for his 
state against New South Wales 
this week, taking his Sheffield 
Shield aggregate for 2016/17 to an 
impressive 759 at 75.9. 

Bearing in mind teams play a 
maximum of 11 games in a Shef¬ 
field Shield season that is some 
effort. 

He is the competition’s top scor¬ 
er and only needs another 20 runs 
for the highest season’s aggregate 
of his career. 

It would not be a surprise if 
he surpasses it in the 16-match 
Championship season given his 
extended availability this year. 

The form of Mason Crane, who 
has taken a lot of wickets for 
Gordon CC in Australia, has also 
been encouraging. 

Tom Alsop has not been in the 
best of form for the England Lions 
of late but he and Liam Dawson, 
who is currently with England’s 
one-day squad in the Caribbean, 
will have gained much from their 
recent international experience. 

Alsop, Crane and Dawson 
and Hampshire captain James 
Vince will not be in Barbados 
either due to their inclusion in 
the South squad for the three 50- 
over matches against the North 
in Dubai, from March 15-21. 

Vince will captain the South, 
whose Hampshire quartet make 
up the biggest contingent from 
one county in either squad. 

Michael Carberry’s return to 
training, after being diagnosed 
with cancer last year, has also 
been a boost as Hampshire pre¬ 
pare for a difficult start to the 
season. 

After friendlies against Sussex 
(March 30/31, Hove) and Cardiff 
MCCU (Ageas Bowl, April 2-4) 
Hampshire begin their Specsav- 
ers County Championship cam¬ 
paign against Yorkshire at Head- 
ingley on April 7, before hosting 
champions Middlesex and York¬ 
shire again before April is out. 

“It could not be a more difficult 
start to the season acknowledges 
White. “But on balance I’m very 
pleased with the squad. 

“We’ve got good young players 
coming through and we’ve signed 
some high quality players to com¬ 
plement them. “We’ve got an ex¬ 
citing squad.” 


Ryan's ready 
to make up 
for lost time 

RYAN Stevenson says he will 
have to be dragged of the 
pitch this season. 

The 24 year-old all-rounder 
is close to a full recovery 
from the back injury that 
ruled him out for all but 
four white-ball matches last 
season. 

Hampshire director of 
cricket Giles White signed 
him after spotting him 
playing for Devon in 2015 

By the end of the season, 
Stevenson had earned a 
two-year contract after 
impressing with bat and ball 
during Hampshire’s Great 
Escape. 

But he was then diagnosed 
with a stress fracture. 

“2016 was pretty frustrating 
but it’s made me want to 
spend as much time on the 
field as possible this year - 
you’ll have to drag me off the 
pitch this year!” he laughed. 

With the 2017 season just 
around the corner, Stevenson 
feels his recovery and 
training are going well and 
is excited about what the

coming year could bring with 
his pre-season preparations 
now building. 

“I have started bowling 
again and that’s gone well so 
I’m feeling good and feeling 
strong,” said Stevenson. 

“I’ve spent a lot of time 
in the gym since the injury, 
building up strength and 
making sure that all the 
parts of me are as they 
should be. 

“I feel like I’ve got plenty 
of momentum going in my 
rehab and it’s progressing 
nicely so hopefully I’ll be 
bowling at my full capacity 
again soon.

“It’s a big year but I’m 
looking forward to getting 
back on the field enjoying 
it as much as I can because 
that’s when I play my best 
cricket.

ITCHEN’S recent cup triumphs

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Mourinho: Shaw can 
still shine at United 


JOSE Mourinho believes ex-Saint 
Luke Shaw has the potential to shine 
at Manchester United for years to 
come, despite not even including the 
left-back in many recent squads. 

This was supposed to be a season 
to cherish for the 21-year-old after 
a bright start to the previous cam¬ 
paign was halted by a sickening dou¬ 
ble leg break. 

Instead, the former St Mary’s star 
has been restricted to just 14 match¬ 
es as niggling issues on the come¬ 
back trail have made it hard to win 
over Mourinho. 

The England international has 
made just one appearance since re¬ 
turning to fitness in mid-January, 
with his manager last week saying 
he had dropped down to fourth- 
choice left-back - despite being Unit¬ 
ed’s only specialist in the position. 

Few could blame Shaw for fearing 
for his future, yet Mourinho, im¬ 
pressed by improved fitness levels, 
named him in the squad for the Pre¬ 
mier League match against Bourne¬ 
mouth and sees the full-back in his 
long-term thinking. 

“I think I have the best right-back 
in the world and I rotate a lot in the 
right-back position,” the United 
manager said. 

“I think (Antonio) Valencia is ab¬ 
solutely phenomenal and we played 
this season Valencia, (Matteo) Dar- 
mian, Ashley Young, Eric Bailly, 
Tim Fosu-Mensah, Axel Tuanzebe. 

“I had six different right-backs on 
the pitch this season, so sometimes 
you do it by circumstances. 

“In practical terms we have lots 
of left-backs. It doesn’t look like it 
but the reality is that (Daley) Blind, 
Shaw, (Marcos) Rojo, Darmian are 
all playing left back and can play 
there. They are different players. 

“I think the one that should be in 
the couple of years the best of all - 
because potentially he should have 
all the conditions to be the best of all 
- is Luke Shaw. 

“By age, by physicality, by inten¬ 
sity, by being aggressive going for¬ 
ward, he should be the best. But to 
be the best you need to work hard. 
It’s what he’s trying to do.” 

Shaw should get game time given 
the EFL Cup winners remain fight¬ 
ing in the league, FA Cup and Eu- 
ropa League, leading to a bloated, 
uneven fixture list that means Mour¬ 
inho will have to rotate smartly. 

“The second position is very diffi¬ 
cult but it’s very possible,” he said 
of United’s Premier League chanc¬ 
es. “First is impossible. Second is 
possible and we have to fight for it. 

“The Europa League is very diffi¬ 
cult, but it’s a target for us and if we 
beat Rostov and we find ourselves in 
the quarter-final. 



“Then we have to think really seri¬ 
ously about the Europa League be¬ 
cause in this moment we are still in 
the last 16. 

“We are still far but when a team 
gets in the last eight and you go to 
the quarter-final draw. 

“Quarter-final, you smell the final 
and then in a certain period of the 
season I have to analyse my team, 
the players, the conditions of every¬ 
one and if I have to make choices, I 
have to make choices. 

“But choices that I would always 
share with my owners, with my 
board but it’s not for now.” 

Mourinho, who thinks the next 
transfer window will take United 
to a “different level”, was in jovial 
mood as he met the media, opening 


proceedings by answering not-yet- 
asked questions about Shaw and 
Wayne Rooney. 

The Portuguese has raised a smile 
on more than one occasion over re¬ 
cent weeks and added: “I think Man¬ 
chester United learn I am not the 
monster that you [the media) say I 
am, I’m not such a bad guy, an arro¬ 
gant guy, a different person to work 
with. 

“At least until now nobody at the 
training ground runs away when I 
arrive. So people are quite happy to 
have me around. 

“I’m happy. My feeling is everyone 
is happy but obviously my contract 
is three years, not seven or eight 
months and I want evolution and 
improvement.”

RISING Bashley (Rydal) star Brad 
Currie will concentrate on get¬ 
ting good A-level results - before 
embarking on the next step of his 
cricket career with Surrey 

The former Poole Grammar 
School pupil has been snapped 
up by the county on an Academy 
contract after impressing in a 
match against them, writes Mike 
Vimpany. 

Left-arm pace bowler Currie, 
who also plays for Dorset, starred 
for Millfield School in a friendly 
against the Surrey young guns 
last season. 

Currie made eight Minor Coun¬ 
ties appearances last year and 
earned a 12-month Oval deal after 
helping Surrey Young Cricketers 
to a unique ECB Under-17 County 
Championship and 50-over cup 
double. 

He also won a sports scholar¬ 
ship to Millfield and is studying 
A-levels in french, accountancy 
and economics at the Somerset 
public school. 

Currie staked a claim for poten¬ 
tial England under-19 recognition 
when he gave selectors food for 
thought with a six-wicket haul 
in the ECB Under-17 Super 4s re¬ 
gional tournament at Loughbor¬ 
ough. 

He explained: “I wasn’t selected 
for the current Lions tour to India 
but am hoping that was a blessing 
in disguise so I can concentrate 
on my studies. 

“I just need to focus on getting 
good A-levels while still playing 
cricket and then I can solely focus 
on my sport. 

“Hopefully, I can make the 
England squad for next year’s 
Under-19 ICC World Cup in New 
Zealand.” 

Currie will soon have the dif¬ 
ficulty of trying to balance his 
cricket with his studies as he 
starts his Surrey regime this 
weekend with a training session 
at The Oval when he will bowl at 
the county’s full-time profession¬ 
als. 

“I have never been to The Oval,” 
he revealed. “At Easter, we are 
off to Sri Lanka with the Surrey 
Academy so it is all very exciting 
me for.” 

Asked how the contract offer 
had come about, Currie said: “I 
had been doing some training 
with Somerset and played a few 
games for their 2nd XI, under-19s 
and academy teams, but nothing 


was concrete. 

“The Surrey connection all 
started when Millfield played 
against their academy. I man¬ 
aged to take five for 33 and things 
kicked off from there. 

“Their academy director spoke 
to me after the game and laid 
some cards on the table. 

“I had an academy offer from 
both Surrey and Hampshire and 
a development place with Somer¬ 
set and, after weighing it all up, I 
chose Surrey.” 

Currie, who shone through the 
Dorset junior age groups, and has 


been enjoying a break from crick¬ 
et following a strenuous 2016 sea¬ 
son playing for Millfield and Sur¬ 
rey YCs, alongside turning out for 
Dorset and Bashley in the ECB 
Southern Premier League. 

“It was a pretty demanding 
summer one way and another, 
but hugely satisfying to have pro¬ 
gressed as far as I have. I stayed 
fit and learned a huge amount,” 
he added. 

Before Christmas, Currie went 
to India with Millfield and fin¬ 
ished the tour as joint leading 
wicket-taker and with a batting 


average of 37. 

He added: “It was an amazing 
experience for us all, a real eye 
opener, both culturally and from 
a cricketing aspect. 

“It was great to play at different 
grounds, play against some really 
good players and in conditions al¬ 
ien to ourselves. 

“Overall, we only won two out 
of five games. On reflection, we 
felt we should have won four, but 
I think we learned more from the 
defeats and, ultimately, that was 
what the tour was about - learn¬ 
ing.”

THIS summer’s ICC Champions Tro¬ 
phy is just three months away and 
hosts England are currently in the 
West Indies for a three-match one-day 
series in preparation for the tourna¬ 
ment. 

England’s trips to the Caribbean 
have produced some memorable 
50-over fixtures in the past and the 
Sports Pink has taken a look at five of 
the best: 

1. February 4, 1981 - Classy Croft 
puts tourists to the sword 

When West Indies fell for a meagre 
127 runs, an England victory seemed 
assured. Colin Croft, however, had 
other ideas. The fearsome fast bowler 
took six wickets for just 15 runs as the 


visitors crumbled. 

2. March 2,1994 - England slump to 
record defeat 

A dominant display by Brian Lara 
and co had set the visitors a hefty 
target of 314, but they could not even 
make it halfway. Graeme Hick top- 
scored with 32 as England succumbed 
to a 165-run loss, the joint-worst mar¬ 
gin of defeat in England’s one-day his¬ 
tory. 

3. April 21, 2007 - Pietersen shines 
as Lara bids farewell 

It may have been a dead rubber, but 
this World Cup contest was anything 
but dull. Lara’s final international 
match was a fine spectacle, and Kevin 
Pietersen’s century sent England on 
their way to a hard-earned victory by 


a single wicket with a ball to spare. 

4. March 20, 2009 - Dyson shocker 
hands England victory 

In the first of a five-match series, 
fading light left West Indies needing 
27 from 22 balls after a closely con¬ 
tested affair. But their coach, John 
Dyson, misread the Duckworth-Lewis 
chart and called his batsmen in, gift¬ 
ing England the win. 

5. March 5, 2014 - Root runs riot 

The most recent one-day meeting 

between the two sides was all about 
Joe Root, pictured, whose maiden ODI 
century helped win the series for the 
tourists. Jos Buttler fell in the final 
over for 99 and England held on de¬ 
spite a haul of 128 from Denesh Ram- 
din.

Basingstoke & North Hants have 
announced exciting plans for a 
£1.5m pavilion and clubhouse re¬ 
development at their idyllic tree- 
lined May’s Bounty ground. 

The project, which is very much 
at embryo stage, envisages the 
demolition of the existing pavil¬ 
ion - which the club believes is no 
longer fit for use - and its replace¬ 
ment (on the same corner site) 
with a brand new and enlarged 
two-storey building, as illustrated 
above. 

It is hoped that, once it is open 
and fully operational, the new 
modern facility will attract 
Hampshire to play county cham¬ 
pionship cricket at May’s Bounty 
for the first time since Durham’s 
visit in 2010. 

Since then, only Second XI 
Championship and junior county 
age group cricket has been played 
on the ground. 

Basingstoke themselves field 
five Saturday league teams, a Sun¬ 
day XI, colts teams and host the 
annual and long established mid¬ 
week evening Guy Jewell knock¬ 
out competitions.

Rugby and soccer is played on 
the adjoining Castle Field during 
the winter months. 

Basingstoke Sports & Social 
(BSSC) club chairman Steve 
Rayner explained: “The existing 
clubhouse and changing facilities 
at May’s Bounty are fast becom¬ 
ing inadequate for the purpose 
of weekend sports and evening 
events. 

“The building - the roof in par¬ 
ticular - is in need of constant 
maintenance and is becoming ex¬ 
pensive to maintain. 

Flexibility 

“The purpose of the redevelop¬ 
ment is to provide a new build¬ 
ing that offers the flexibility and 
accommodation for multi-sports 
and events so that the club maybe 
used year-round and accessible to 
all who wish to use it, particular¬ 
ly the disabled.” 


The May’s Bounty proposal in¬ 
cludes four ground-floor unisex 
changing facilities for cricket, 
football and rugby, two unisex 
dressing rooms for indoor sports, 
such as squash, alongside a physi¬ 
otherapists and first aid room and 
two lots of changing rooms for 
referees and umpires. 

The upper deck of the pavilion 
will have a spacious balcony look¬ 
ing out across the main cricket 
ground, an enlarged social func¬ 
tion room and licensed bar and 
refreshment areas. 

Basingstoke’s emerging propos¬ 
als have already received a posi¬ 
tive feedback following a recent 
public exhibition. 

“The proposed plans were well 
received by the members, resi¬ 
dents and sporting bodies, with 
over 150 people attending the ex¬ 
hibition at the club over the two 
days. 

“So far there have been no 
negative responses,” smiled Mr 
Rayner, who is hopeful an applica¬ 
tion for planning consent will be 
made in the coming months. 

So, how does the Basingstoke 


Sports & Social Club plan to raise 
£1.5m to fund the project ? 

Rayner explained that he had 
been in constant communication 
with Sport England, the England 
& Wales Cricket Road, the HCB, 
Hampshire Cricket, the RFU, Eng¬ 
land Squash and Racketball and 
the Basingstoke & Deane District 
Council and, more recently, with 
the Football Association regard¬ 
ing the May’s Bounty redevelop¬ 
ment and funding. 

“The cost of the project will be 
around £1.5m. The club has 10 per 
cent to put down and, if required, 
can raise a further £200k. 

“The remainder of the money 
will need to come from grants, do¬ 
nations, business etc. 

“We have just received our Com¬ 
munity Amateur Sports Club sta¬ 
tus, which I understand gives us 
other opportunities for funding.” 

Basingstoke are hoping that, 
provided planning permission is 
obtained and all the funding is in 
place, they will be in a position to 
start the May’s Bounty pavilion 
and clubhouse redevelopment in 
March/April 2018.
